Illustration to the right presents example for meas- 
uring exterior stair railing. It is essential that we be 
informed as to the width and height of each step, 
the number of steps, type of floor, whether wood or 
stone and the curvature of steps, if any, showing 
where the curves are to be made. 

On interior stair railings, we prefer to work from 
architects' plans for rough measurements and to sub- 
mit shop details for verification.
